The Elder Vanderbilt Sails To-Dar for 
Europe.

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A Breezy Chat About the Business 
Outlook—Interesting Facts About 
Railroad Interests—Mr. Vanderbilt's 
Views Regarding the Railroad War.

New York, June 16.— Mr. William H. Vanderbilt 
will sail for Europe in the Germanic this morning. 
It has been his custom for years to make au ocean 
trip every spring. His health is greatly benefited 
by the sea voyage, and it is not necessary for him 
to have business to take bim tothe other side. This 
year it is his intention to come back in the ship he 
sails in on her return passage. He will visit the 
Lakes of Killarney and other places in Ireland.

The Leader of the Half-Breed Rebellion 
| Captured. 


Three Scouts Meet the. Fugitive and 

Escort Him to Middleton's Camp 
The Fallen Chieftain Anxious for a 
Civil Trial.

A Winnipeg special received at (a. m. says; 
“Riel was captured to-day (Friday) at noon, three 
miles north of Batouche, by three scouts named 
Diepl, Thorne and Armstrong. He appeared un- 
concerned, but begged not to be shot. He Was 
taken to (en. Middieton’s headquarters. 
ON THE WAR PaTH. 
Crank 's Crosstxe, May 16.—Private Watsen of 
the Ninetieth Battalion, who was wounded in the 
last engagement at Batouche, died at the hospital, 
at Saskatsay,this afternoon. The Others are doing 
well, A Calgarry dispatch says reports have 
reachéd there tbat the Thistle Indians from Sound- 
ing Lake are on the war path and making for Cal- 
garry. Reinforcements are absolutely required. 
RIEL’S DANGER. 
Sr. Patt, Mow., May 16.—The Evening Dispatch's 
special from Guardepuy’s Crossing, via Clark's 
Crossing, May 15, says: The report that Riel has 
been captured is confirmed, but he has not arrived 
yet. He will probably not be brought in until 
night. Many recalcitrants are giving up their arms, 
and the rebellion has been entirely ended, although 
one teamster was fired on. three miles from camp 
this morning. William Diepe, Thomas Hawrie and 
J. H. Armstrong. three daring scouts, captured 
Riel at noon.’ He was on the road three miles nortn 
of Batouche. He was in company with three 
young men, all of whom were armed. He appeared 
unconcerned. Diepe said to him: “I am surprised 
to see you here.” Reil said: “I was coming 
to give myself up.” He said his wife 
and family were across the fiver. Waile 
talking to him, Major Boulton’s scouts were seen 
coming up, and Riel becoming afraid of being shot. 
begged his captors to take him into camp them- 
selves. Accordingly Diepl went off for his horse 
but when a little distance away Boulton's scouts got 
close and Hawrie and Armstrong took Riel on one 
of their horses and taking unfrequented roads, will 
bring Riel into camp this afternoon. Gen. Middle- 
ton gave orders that the men should keep in their 
tents when Riel comes in, as he is afraid some per- 
sonal enemy of Reil will shoot him, many having 
sworn to shoot him at sight. 

WANTS A CIVIL TRIAL. : 
Guarpepvuys’ Crossina, May15.—Riel was brought 
in at 8:30 this afternoon. No demonstration was 
made. He walked quielly to the General's tent. A 
note which Riel gave the courier wasa letter which 
General Middleton sent him. He beckoned to him. 
He knew nothing of Dumont. Riel said he staid on 
Tuesday and Wednesday nights in the bluffs, one 
and one-half miles north of Batouche He wished 
a fair trial, He asked Armstrong if he would get a 
civil or military trial. He wanted a civil trial. He 
was afraid of the scouts, but passing through 
them his captors brought him safely to 
camp. He said his wife and family were 
with the half-breed women near by. Riel is now 
being interviewed by General Middleton. When 
he saw the Gatling gun go down with the scouts+ at 
Batouche, he was much alarmed on account of his 
family. Riel appeats careworn and haggard. He 
has let his hair grow long and dressed in poorer 
fashion than most of the half breeds captured. 
While talking to General Middleton, as well as could 
be seen from the outside of the tent, his eyes rolled 
from side to side with the igok of a hunted man. 
He evidenily was the most frightened man in 
camp and in constant fear of violence at the hands 
of the soldiers. There is no danger of any such 
violence. 


EXCITEMENT AT HALIFAX.

The children of Queen Victoria have been 
especially lucky in the fact that they are also the 
children of the tax-payers, and the bills for 
their maintenanc2 have been paid 
with only a slight ripple of discon- 
tent. The Princess Beatrice is the last 
of the family to need the vote, and it is fair to sup- 
pose that a cessation from these grants will take 
place for a time, especially as the Prince of Wales 
bas thought it expedient to decline asking for a vote 
for the expenses of his eldest son, who will soon set 
up anestablishment of his own, which his father 
vill, at least for a time, pay for. The Queen, how- 
ever, has less hesitation in calling upon Parliament 
for her children, and the following shows how much 
they are receiving and have up to the present year 
obtained. The list excludes the cost of the Queen, 
but includes her Majesty's sisters, cousins and aunts, 
as well as her sons and daughters. Taking these in 
tbe order of birth, we find that the oldest, Victoria, 
Crown Princess of Prussia, was granted an aunuity 
of $40,000 on her marriage to the Crown Prince of 
Germany, and the sum has continued since 1858, 
making a total so far of $1, 080,000, as aauuity to 
date. Besides this a dowry of $200,000 was given 
her ov her wedding, making a grand total of about 
$1,280,000, on the basis of $5 to the & sterling. 
THE PRINCE OF WALES, 
thé@econd child, takes by far the lion's share of 
the family emoluments. Since 1864, the heir ap- 
parent has received $200,000 a year-—or $4,400,000 in 
all. As Duke of Cornwall he also receives about 
$300,000 a year, making $500,000, While Marlborough 
House is given him as a London residence. As sal- 
ary for military services an additional $5,000 
yearly comes in, On his marriage, be received 
$117,275 as a special grant. Just before, on attain- 
ing bis majority, he dropped into the accumulations 
of the income from the Duchy of Cornwall, equal to 
$3,008,605. About $1,100,000 of this was invested 
in the purchase of a country estate,and he has since 
bought other property. Asa private iandowner, 


If his wife is left a widow. she will yet 
receive $115,000 a year from the British 
consolidated fund, The expenses of the 
Prince of Wales have been heavy, made so in large 
degree by the disinclination of his mother for pub- 
lic life since the death of the Prince Consort. When 
anything special, therefore, occurs the Prince gets 
an extra. His visit to India cost the nation $710,000; 
$300,000 being especially given for pocket money” 
and for the exercise of generosity. 

The third son, the Duke of Edinburgh, has been 
especially lucky. He attained his majority in 1866, 
and received an annuity of $75,000 a year till 1874, 
equal toabout $600,000. This was counted well 
enough for a single young fellow’s board and 
lodzing—or board, because the royal palace of 
Clarence House was fitted up for him at the ex- 
pense of Parliament—but was not considered 

enough to be married on. So, in 1874, $50,000 was 

added, making his income $125,000a year. This, 
for ten years, makes $1,250,000 which, with the

As rear-admiral in his mother’s navy, and super- 
intendemt of naval reserves, he ekes out his income 
by a salary of $6,980. Prince Alfred was especially 
lucky in his choice of a wife, who brought him a 
private fortune of $450,000;. a marriage portion of 
$1,500,000, anda life annuity of $56,250.

These 
sums, however, come out of the Russian exchequer, 
but if the Duchess of Edinburgh is left a widow, she 
is not likely to want, for John Bull will pay her 
$30,000 a year to eke out her income. The possibil- 
ity is that even in case his wife's death withdraws 
from his family the $2,000,000 or more she possesses 
the Duke of Edinburgh will not be left to struggle 
with a family of five ona mere $125,000 a year, for 
he is heir to the Duchy of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, of 
which his Uncle Ernest is the wealthy Grand Duke. 
When Uncle Ernest shuffies off this mortal coil, his 
“nevvy” drops in for another income of $150,000 a 
year, at least, making $275,000. These considera: 
tions prompted Peter Taylor, George Anderson, sir 
Charles Dilke and Mr. Muntz, radical members of 
Parliament, to oppose, in 1874, any additional grant 
to the prince, onthe ground thatit was rough on 
the taxpayers to so reward the Duke of Edinburgh 

“for marrying the richest heiress in Europe." They

Princess Helena, the fourth child, married a poor 
man—one of the “pauper German Princes,” as 
the English radicals affectionately term them. She 
had a marriage portion of $150,000, and has re- 
ceived an annuity of $30,000 a year since 1866, or 
$570,000, a total of $700,000. Then her husband had 
to be provided for. The Queen gave him a job to 
look after the Home Park at Windsor at $2,500 a 
year, which is paid out of her salary, and he is also 
in the pay of the Commissioners of Woods and 
Forests. With a free lodging thrown in (Cumben 
land House, Windsor Park) they have been able to 
scrape a living. 

Princess Louise, Marchioness of Lorne, has also 
had a dowry of $180,000, and $80,000 a year since 
1872 ($420,000), or $550,000 in all, This annuity was 
also voted against, but only three members 80 pro- 
tested Taylor, Dilke and the late Pestmaster-Gen- 
eral Fawcett. This lady has rooms in Kensington 
palace for a residence. Her husband, the Marquis 
of Lorne, was Governor-General of Canada at $50,- 
000 a year salary for several years. He is heir to 
the dukedom of Argyll, and at no distant day will 
have an income of $254,610 yearly from that 
source. . 

PRINCESS ALICR,

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THE CLUBS. 


The New St. Louis Club House Almost 
Ready for Occupation. 


Description of the Building—The New 
| Banquet Hall of the Commercial 
Club—University’s Change of Quar- 
ters—Germania Annual Meeting— 
Notes. 


_ Withif one month from to-day the new St. Loui 

Club House will be finished and another substantial 
building and architectural ornament added to the 
city’s recent improveme:.ts. Cousiderable has been 
said and written about the new structure, the orig- 
inal plans and specifications of which were first 
published in the Post-Dmpaton, but as it 
is now so near completion and several deviations 
have been made from the plans since the building 
was commenced, a brief outline of its exterior 
and interior at this time will prove 


interesting not only to the club men of the city, but 
to the thousands who have seen and admired its 
imposing appearance, Tne building is situated at 
the southwest corner of Locust street and Ewing 
avenue. In style it may be said to resembie the 
French chateau, with its arched windows and high- 
pitched slate roof. It is built of pressed brick, with 
brown stone trimmings, and is ust two stories high, 
oe the roof, which really makes a third 
story within. The main entrance is on Ewing 
avenue, and the servants’ entrance, the only other 
one to the building, is situated m the rear, 
on . the terrace bordering on the alley. Tue 
9 — to the main entrance is by a broad fight 
of steps fourteen feet wide, constructed of North 
River blue stone, which leads to the marble tile ves- 
tibule. On the left of the entrances is the office and 
to the right the reception room. both of which are 
hanasome.y finishvt in licht wood with hearths of 
black Belg an marbie and manteis faced with For- 
mosa marole in which are set three beveled plate 
lass mirrors, On the rigut of the main hal! on the 
first floor is the library and reading 
room facing on Locust street and ex- 
tending the entire length of the building. 
It is fifty feet long by twenty-six wide, and is Un- 
ished in butteraut, with a high paneled dado of the 
same wood. In this room there are two mantels, 
extending to tue ceiling, with butternut panels at 
tue top covered with red ieather, Beneath these 
are mirrors set in marble and bordered with stained 
wooden frames. Tue hearths, lke the others, are 
of black Belgian marbie. At the otber end of tne 
hall, to tue south of the building, is the billiard 
room, similar in size and dimensioas, but finished in 
ash. Immediatey off of this room, on a 
latform raised two . feet above the 
oor, and commanding au -exceiient view 
of the entire hallway is the Bay Annex to the 
Cafe,” so-called from the large bay window in which 
it is constructed. Here the members regale them- 
selves with the after diuver cute et cognac,“ and 
indulge in their 
TWILIGHT REVERIES 
over the fragrant Havana, aud at the same time 
listen to the festive ciick of the ivories The ap- 
pointmonts of this room, tue paneled dado wainscot- 
ling and woodwork generally are ali in keeping 
with the surroundings. A passageway leads trom 
this to the west, were the bar is situated. It is in 
the extreme corner of the “L, of the building, the 
approach to which is easy. 
On either side of the main staircase leading to 
the second floor are tue hat and coat rooms, waile 
across from there are the wa zu- rooms and closets, 
bota of whica are fitted up im marbie. The main 
staircuse is constructed of quartened oak. The 
lower run or fligut of steps is nine feet wide while 
the two ys 9g runs are seven feet each. The ban- 
isters are of the same ma.erial, sandsomely carved 
and stained. At tae top of the 
arched window of variegated st@Mied glass. There 
is one handsome andelier at the front 
of the balustrade and two at the top, though it is 
provable these will be merely Ornamental, tne St. 
Louis Club having had wires rua turough the eu- 
tire building for electric light purposes. Tue laun- 
dry and steam drying rooms are located on the 
first floor, vnd are made fire- f. The main hali 
on the second floor is 33 by 30 feet. the floor being 
the same as that of the entire building, nard oak. 
On the Locust street front on this floor is the As- 
sembly room,and to the south at the other end 
the aining-room. The assembly room is finished 
in paneled pine, and issurmounted by atrefoil 2 
wuich is divided into paneis by wooden rails an 
trusses wich support the roof. They are 
all ornamented and from the con- 
ter of the trsuses chandellers will 
be suspended. There is no fresco work in this 
or other rooms, the object being to make everything 
plain and rica. There is, however, some fine plas- 
tering work painted in colors to biend with the sur- 
roundipgs. Tue panels are all surreunded with a. 
neat git frame. In this room the Commercial Club 
will hold its banquets. Ic will also be 
brought into requisition for recep- 
tions and dinner part es where the 
number of guests wiil be too large for the dining 
room. The dining-room is perhaps the bandsomest 
in the building, both k aud the assembiy room 
being 26 by 50 feet ia dimensions. It is situated 
over the billiard room and like it is finished in ash. 
The roof is 30 feet high and ig made of open fim- 
bered work with a sloping Ceiling tinted dark blue. 
The shading is dark at tue bottom and grows grad- 
ually lighter as it approaches the top, furnishing 
an excellent artistic effect. The panel work is also 
in ash bordered by a licht gilt frame. 

Between the assembiv-room and the dining-room, 
facing on Ewing avenue, are three private dining- 
rooms which can be thrown into one by means of 
heavy green folding doors. Ou this floor, just off 
the main staircase, 13a handsome little apartment 
set aside as adadies’ dressing-room. The kitchen, 
which is by no means an unimportant de- 
partment of the club. is situated on the 
second floor mim the extreme . southwest 
corner of the building. The walls are stock brick 
and the floor is pa ed with briek, which renders it 
fire-proof. Adjoining it is the paniry. Above the 
secood floor are the servants’ quarters. 

In the basement of the building are four of the 
finest bowling allevs in the West, and as fine as any 
in the country. They are sixty-three feet long and 
are laid witn hard uwaple. Two of them are fac 
similes of the alleys in the Harvard Gymnasium 
and Union League (lub of New York. Tne heating 
apparatus is uso situated tu the basement. 

uring the coldest weather last winter the entire 
house was kept at a temperature of 80° with only 
a three-pound pressure on one boiler. The engine 
here will be utilized to give power for the e ectrio 
lights. In aduition to these the basement also con- 
tains ample store-rooms, wine rooms, etc. 

One of the most attractive features of the new 
building is the large and cious veranda which is 
situated just off the reading room and library to 
the extreme northwest of the building. It is 
about forty feet square and commands an exellent 
view of Locust street. A flight of steps leads from 
it to the terrace bow. The buliding, in short, is 
rich and magnificent in all appointments, The 
plans were drawn by Messrs, ody & Stearns 
of this city and Boston. The eontractors are Messrs.
